Dr. Eckener Announces 
Intention of Flying Fur- 
ther North Than on His 
First Voyage.

Friedrichshafen, Germany, May 16. 
(Thursday) — (United News.) — The 
giant dirigible Graf Zeppelin left here 
in the early light of dawn today on 
its. projected flight to America. 

The silver airship, which the 
largest flying craft ever built, started 
on -its second trip to Lakehurst, N. 
J., at 5:54 a. m. (11:54 p. m. E. 8.

T.). Under favorable conditions it is 
scheduled to reach its destination | 


sometime Sunday. 

There were 18 aboard as passen- 
gers on the 5,000-mile trip. There 
were 41 members of the dirigible’s 
erew under command of Dr, Hugo 
Iiekener and there was a “flapper 
vorilla’ named Susy in a cage aboard 
the ship. 

Weather conditions were excellent 
for the departure, according to ofti- 
cials of the Zeppelin works, who pre- 
dicted that the dirigible should arrive 
at its destination about 9 a. m™., east- 
ern standard time, Sunday. Dr. Ecke- 
ner expressed the opinion that it 
might arrive somewhat earlier, — 

The departure was without incident. 
The silver craft was. freed by the 
sround crew which had dragged it 
from the hangar by ropes. It floated 
majestically up. from the field. Dr. 
isckener turned its nose into the wind 
and it moved with increasing speed 
away to the west as the passengers 
waved good-bye from the gondola win- 
dows. 

Dr. Eckener’s 


last announcement 


said he would fly over France to- 
wards the mouth of the River Loire. 
The route would carry the dirigible 
further north than on its flight to 
takehurst last year. From that point, 
the commander said he planned to 
head directly across the Bay of Biscay 
for the Azores Islands.

Washington, May 15.- -(4) —The 


farm relief bill came back to the house | 


today to meet a growing disposition 
on the part of the leaders' to attempt 
to conciliate the differences that have 
arisen between the two houses over 
the export debenture plan inserted by 
the senate. 

While the measure rested on the 
speaker's table, the leaders called a 
meeting of the republican steering 
committee for tomorrow to 
what course would be \adopted to deal 
with the proposal.

The speaker said at the conference 
tomorrow it would be determined 
whether this course would be pursued, 
or whether the house would refuse to 
accept the bill and send it back to the 
senate. He expressed the opinion that 
the senate had invaded the rights of 
the house in incorporating the export 
debenture plan in the measure. If the 
first course should be adopted, he said 
the rule would plainly bring out that 
point. 

Under such a rule as he described, 
the house would disagree’to the senate 
amendments to its farm bill, which 
was minus the export debenture plan, 
and consent to the conference, point- 
ing out that, although because of the 
emergency situation it was waiving its 
right to originate revenue-raising legis- 
lation .the action should: not be con- 
sidered as setting a precedent. 

Several of the members of the farm 
group have presented the contention 
that if the constitutional point should 
be raised it would plunge the two 
houses into a long-drawn-out contro- 
versy which would delav enactment 
of farm legislation. 

Representative Purnell, of Indiana, 
a member of the house agriculture 
committee, appealed today to the 
house leaders not to adopt this man- 
ner of dealing with the proposal. He 
contended that a much speedier way 
of disposing of the plan wonld be to 
send the measure to conference. 

At ‘the same time fMepresentative 
Aswell, of Louisiana, the ranking 
democratic member of the agriculture 
committee, issued ai statement’ in 
which he said he would oppose the 
debenture plan in the belief that the 
president would veto the bill if it 
came to him with that provision in it. 
The Louisiana member and Purnell. 
probably would be members of the 
conference committee for the house. 
along with Chairman Haugen and 
Representatives Williams, of Illinois, 
republican, and Kincheloe, of Ken- 
tucky, democrat, as the other con- 
ferees.

Tallahassee, Fla.. May 15.—i/).— 
Rey. Lincoln McConnell, Jacksonville 
minister, denied today that he had per- 
sonal knowledge of alleged attempts 
of domestic or foreign racing interests 
to bribe members of the Florida legis- 
lature to pass measures permitting 


racing and gambling. 
had sub-

/poenaed by the special house commit- 


tee investigating eases of alleged lob- 
bying after he had been quoted as say- 
ing that racing interests were “pour- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
into Tallahassee.” 

‘That was merely my opinion,” he 
testified in respense to a query, after 
he had denied knowledge of a “slush 
fund.” 

He replied in the negative to a 
committeeman’s query as to his ability 
to furnish proof of attempted bribery 
of legislators by representdtives of 
racing or other interests. 

“Governor Carlton told me that no 
man could know or realize the tre- 
mendous force or pressure brought to 
bear on him in these days,” the min- 
ister said. “But I have Lad no in- 
formation from the -governor on any 
matter where bribery was mentioned.” 

The minister said that he had been 
“grossly misquoted” in news dispatches 
which reported him as referring to 
the “hundreds of thousands of dollars” 
racing fund. 

After he had testified, Rev. MceCon- 
nell told newspapermen he remembered 
his reference in a sermon to the “hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars.” 

“Did you ever make a_ reference 
to such a sum in connection with 
pending racing legislation?” he was 


asked. 

“Oh, yes, I remember now,” he 
said. “But what I said was that I 
understood that ~ racing interests 
claimed that they had that much 


money to further their interests.”

Both women motored to Cleveland 
to attend the Metropolitan Opera last 
week. Mrs. O'Keefe was visiting her 
daughter, Miss Emma Jane Hanna, 
and Miss Schoen was a visitor in the 
home of her sister. Miss Schoen ac- 
companied Mrs. O'Keefe to the clinic 
this morning and they were believed 
tu have been in thé X-ray rooms at 
the time of the explosion. 

Deaths Caused by Gas. 

Nearly all the deaths were attrib- 
uted to the deadly gas which filtered 
through the four-story brick building 
slowly at first and then, augmented 
by a second and greater explosion than 
the first, rushed up from the base- 
ment and cut off escape down the 
stairways and elevators, 

Survivors said those asphyxiated 
were dead, their faces turning a sick- 
ly yellowish brown color, within two 
minutes after inhaling the gas, 

The fumes were given off by fire 
of undetermined origin which destroy- 
ed X-ray films in the basement. Some 
pharmacists said it was bromine gas, 


while Dr. William EB. Lower. one of 
the founders of the clinie said it re- 
sembled the deadly phosgene gas em- 
ployed in the world war. 

Inside the building firemen found 
many victims lying in the spot where 
the blasts fonnd them. Rooms set 
aside for clinical examinations were 
occupied by patients and physicians. 

Some sat in the chairs of the wait- 
ing room, overcome as the first cloud 
of gas swept from the basement. Oth-

Steel Door Blown In. 

The blasts shot through the build- 
ing with an intensity of heat which 
even the masonry could not resist. 
They seared the woodwork and 
charred stair rails. Hardened plaster 
was blistered and peeled from _ the 
walls. <A steel door was blown in. 

Steel network of the plastering 
was peeled from the walls and hung 
along the balconies. The casings of 
the skylight buckled and warped un- 
der the force of the explosion and 
the broken glass was rained on the 
floor of the waiting room three floors 
below. 

The suction after the explosion shat- 
tered glass doors reinforced with steel. 
Compression in the hollow center of 
the building packed air into the halls 
and staircases, and when this force 
was released by the blast the air rush- 
ed back into the center of the build- 
ing, smashing. doors. 


more than four-score people—but they 
were only curious. The real scene of 
the tragedy had shifted to the county 


morgue, a somber two-story building 
facing on Lake Erie in another part 
of town, 

There, shortly before the dinner 
hour, 84 bodies, laid out in threes and 
fours, awaited identification. 

In the middle of the afternoon long 
lines formed on Lakeside avenue 
awaiting admittance and police with 
difficulty restrained anxious relatives 
and friends seeking news. 

Mothers and wives, tear-stained 
faces showing their anxiety, men 
bravely trying to bear up and children 
only barely realizing the _ tragedy, 
milled around awaiting permission to 
enter, 

Lines Formed, 
At length the morgue attendants 


‘had done their work, and the lines 
' formed for admittance into the build- 


cation led the small parties on a cir- 
cuitous path through the morgue and 
out a rear door. 

No words were spoken except by 
those of the attendants handling the 
crowds. A hoarse word by an officer 
that “those covered already have been 
identified” broke harshly into the un- 
canny quiet of the place. 

Ended Search. 

Here and there a sob or a scream 
gave evidence that the end of the 
search had been reached for some 
relative or friend. A cover was pulled 
up by an attendant, a notation was 
made on a blank—and the lines 
moved. 

Outside, in an alley giving access to 
the rear of the morgue, half a dozen 
ambulances stood uneccupied, their

—one of them, strangely enough, from 
a county officer—in which editorials 
in The Constitution advocating the 
merger of many small counties with 
or into larger ones are earnestly coin- 
mended, The writers of the letters 
seem to realize that the costs of keep- 
ing in action the smaller and poorer 
counttres is the grossest and most in- 
defensible extravagance.

The Legislature Can’t Do It. 

_ One of the letter-writers suggests 
that the general assembly ““should 
merge a lot of those peewee counties 
anvhow !” 

But that is one of the things the 
legislature cannot do. The counties 
are enumerated in the state constitu- 
tion and new counties had to be ere- 
ated in every case by constitutional 
amendments, so that now the state 
constitution reads very much like a 
land office deed book. 

The constitutional requisition, how- 
ever, only applies to the making of 
new counties, 

When it comes to the reduction of 
counties by mergers with other coun- 
ties the constitution provides as fol- 
lows: . 

Article XI, section 1, paragraph 5. 
—“Any county may be dissolved and 
merged with contiguous counties, by 
a two-thirds vote of the qualified elec- 
tors of such county, voting at an elec- 
tion held for that purpose.” 

Therefore,- whenever the people of 
a county wish to give up their county 
autonomy and become part of an ad- 
jacent county, and vote by two-thirds 
to that effect, there seems no way for 
the other county to keep them out. 
The constitution devolves the whole 
decision upon the electors of the coun- 
ty wishing to “join up.”

Every doctor who has had five or 
ten years of experience in general 
practice, as every doctor Should have 
before he presumes to hold himself out 
‘as a specialist, although, alas, vers

Develop Site. 

Near the conclusion of the session 
Mr. Grant made a short talk in which 
he declared that speaking for him- 
self, personally, he would withdraw 
his objection to the proposed removal 
of the station to the new site pro- 
vided definite assurances were given 
that the old station site would be 
developed and that the air rights 
above the tracks between Central 
avenue and Forsyth street would be 
utilized in a modified plaza plan.

Grant 
Borders Is Called. 


Testimony concerning a proposed 
development on the present Union 
station site was offered by Mr. Bor- 
ders, representing the United Cold 
Storage Company of Chicago, and Mr. 
Scribner, representing Winston & 
Company, appraisers, 

Mr. Borders declared that the group 
of financiers he represents are in- 
terested in a proposal to build a com- 
bination office building, cold storage 
and dry storage plant to cover the 
present site. He said the preliminary 
cost would be $2,200,000 and the ul- 
timate cost would be $3,000,000. He 
said the office building would be 11 
stories in height, with a tower 17 
stories high. ‘This would face the 
Pryor street viaduct. Back of this 
would be a dry storage plant six sto- 
ries above the viaduct and two stories 
below and back of this on the Central 
avenue side would be a cold storage 
plant six stories above and two below 
the viaduct. He said the plants would 
employ 250 men and that the erection 
of the two plants would attract many 
new industries to Atlanta, He said 
the viaduct fronts on Pryor and Wall 
street would be occupied by btsiness 
houses and that the entire frontage 
including Central avenue would be 
used for business houses if their erec- 
tion were justified. 

Promoting Denied. 

Mr. Borders told the commission his 
company is not promoting but is ac- 
tually engaged in the operation of 
warehouses and _ storage plants in 
many cities among them Chicago, 
Kansas City, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. He said representatives of 
Jacksonville, Fla., and other cities in 
the southeast had approached his com- 
pany in an effort to obtain Jocation of 
a warehouse in this territory. He de- 
clared that his company favored At- 
lanta and would, in all probability 
erect a plant here provided the people 
want it and provided the union sta- 
tion is removed so that its present 
site will be available for his project. 

Mr. Borders: was followed by Me. 
Scribner who said the site is idei 
for the proposed development, He to'd 
of development in other cities and said 
such a plant is needed in Atlanta. He 
said the central location of the _xite 
with double-decked streets for teatn 
tracks niade it an almost perfect site 
for the proposed development. 

Mr. Howell was called to the stand 
and was asked by Mr. Tye to give 
his opinion concerning the proposed 
removal of the station to the new site. 
Mr. Howell expressed heartly approval 
of the movement. 


Benefit Old Site. 

“If I thonght this removal wonid 
injure, in the slightest -degree, the 
property of my good friend, John 
Grant, and other good friends, I would 
not adyoeate this proposal for a min- 
ute,” he said. “But I believe the pro- 
posed plan, -when carried out, will 
benefit every inch of ground around 
the old depot. It will be a tremen- 
dous benefit to the state of Georgia as 
it is a two-for-one proposition, the 
state gets a magnificent new depot on 
the new site with the certainty of de- 
velopment of the old site in a big and 
impressive way. It is impossible for 
that acre of land to remain there un- 
occupied after the removal of the sta- 
tion. I hope the development wi!l 
come by this Chicago group but if 
not, it is certain that the property 
will be developed soon by somebody.” 

Mr. Howell pointed out that the 
states property ends at Central ave- 
nue and that the property east’ of 
that point is owned by the Georgia 
railroad. He said that in the event 
the future should bring a _ situation 
where difference of opinion should 
exist between the lessees and the 
Georgia railroad that it would be im- 
possible to use the’ present station for 
passenger depot purposes. The new 
sife gives the railroad ample room for 
its switching at both ends of the sta- 
tion according to Mr. Howell. 


Conditions Terrible. 


' “IT know nothing that could be

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As Republican Leaders 


Strive for Peace in Ranks 


Tariff Bill Denounced by 
| Georgia Representative 
| From Democratic Side of 

House Wrangle. 


Washington, May 15.—While _ re- 

publican leaders were striving valiant- 
ly to maintain peace within their own 
ranks over the new tariff bill, Rep- 
resentative Charles R. Crisp, of Geor- 
gia. today continued the assault from 
the democratic side and delivered a 
vigorous attack on administrative pro- 
visions of the measure. 
| As one of the minority members 
| of the wavs and means committee 
| wheh drafted the bill. the Georgis 
congressman led the opposition in an 
hour's speech on the floor. He de- 
|'nounced the flexible and valuation 
clauses as un-American and predicted 
the house measure would be revised 
beyond recognition, once the senate 
1S ziven an opportunty to act. 

‘Whe nthe Fordney-McCumber law 
was written seven years ago,” he said, 
“the flexible clause was incorporated 
for the primary purpose of allowing 
the president to reduce rates 50 per 
cent when the world became econom- 
ically normal. Only five reductions 
have been promulgated, and these of 
such non-importance that the manu- 
facturers themselves interposed no ob- 


jection. 

Representative Crisp characterized 
this delegation of power to the chief 
executive, as “contrary to the funda- 
mentals of our government,” adding 
that congress might as well give the 
president authority to lower and in- 
crease income taxes 50 per cent. 

“If the bill should become a law 
and congress should pass a law re- 
pealing it, the president,” he said, 
“could veto the act and it would re- 
quire a two-thirds vote to override 
the veto. What a potential power 
this provision can be in presidential 
election vears, 

“If you confer upon the presdent 
the authority to make tariff laws. 
which raise millions of dollars of our 
revenue, should you not go a_ step 
further and give him control over our 
internal revenue taxes, both individ- 
ual and corporation income taxes, 
which raise colossal sums of revenue? 
Would not this remove the income tax 
law from politics as much as the pro- 


posed scheme would remove the tariff 
from polities? 

“You who favor this scheme, why not 
pass a law and say that, upon recom- 
mendation of the secretary of the 
treasury and the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, after an investigation 
of the finances of the treasury, as to 
whether or not our income tax rates 
are unduly burdensome, the presi- 
dent shall have authority to raise or 
lower .income taxes 50 per cent? It 
would be equally as logical as the 

roposed flexible tariff provision cun- 
erring upon the president the power 
to raise or lower tariff duties 50 per 


 :; 

“The other provision deals with the 
customs court” Crisp continued, “The 
able gentlemen now on that court are 
recognized as independent federal 
judges, and, so far as I know, their 
services in appraising the value of im- 
ports has been satisfactory both to 
the government and to the importers. 
This bill proposes to unnecessarily 
humiliate them by abolishing the court 
and by retaining them in office to be 
known as general appraisers, making 
them employes of the treasury depart- 
ment, their acts subject te review by 
the secretary of the treasury, whose 
action is to be final on questions of 
valuation, 

“Under the provisions of this bill.” 
he asserted, “importers have no right 
to appeal from the final decision of 
the secretary of the treasury as to the 
valuation of their imports. They are 
granted the poor swieians of appealing 
on question of law, but the right is 
immaterial, the valuation being all 
important and they have no right to 
appear in court as to valuation. In 
my judgment, this is un-American, 
for 1 believe every citizen is entitled 
to his day in court both upon ques- 
tions of law and of fact. Is it not 
the entering wedge to confer upon 
the executive powers vested in the 
judiciary ? 

At the outset Representative Crisp 
explained his position on general pro- 
visions of the tariff with the state- 
ment that he was “unalterably op- 
posed to the American standard of 
living being reduced to that of Europe 
or the Orient’’. He added that it is 
an economic axiom that our present 
high standard can only be maintained 
by placing on our imports a_ suffi- 
cient duty to equalize the cost of pro- 
duction at home and abroad. He made 
a distinction between what he de- 
scribed as an “embargo tariff’ and 
one which is designed to produce a 
“fairly competitive market,” declaring 
that he stood for the latter principle.

A. D. Greenfield and M. L. Throw- 
er testified in favor of the proposed 
removal.

Slaton Is Opposed. 

Former Governor Slaton. in oppos- 
ing the project, said the public’ service 
commission several months ago issued 
an order requiring the railroad to 
build its station on the present site. 
He said the present petition is some- 
thing like “a new trial.” He said 
the railroad had given no assurances 
that the present site would not be 
used as a freight yard. He declared 
that owners had purchased property 
in the vicinity of the station in the 
belief that it would remain there. He 
declared that the commission has no 
authority to force the railroad ‘to 
build warehouse properties and said 
such a proposal would be entirely up 
to the railroad itself. He said the 
commission ought to wait until the 
state legislature convenes before al- 
tering its present order in the case. 

Statement by Hill. 

President Hill submitted a detailed 
history of his road's efforts to solve 
the Atlanta problem. He closed his 
Statement with the following sum- 
mary of the road’s position: 

“Il surmise the largest objection to 
the removal of the passenger station 
from its present location has been 
from interests holding property in 
that territory and who feel that the 
location of a passenger station at that 
point will add value to such prop- 
erty. I believe this is a mistaken 
judgment. ‘The continuation of a pas- 
senger station at that point will, so 
far as I can see, mean the perma- 
nent operation of steam passenger en- 
gines into the area and all the switch- 
ing incident thereto. The removal of 
the passenger station from the pres- 
ent site to a point just west of For- 
syth street will remove from the area 
between Fairlie and Central avenue 
more than 60 per cent of the steam 
engine-hour operation in the district 
of lines now operating into the Unior 
station. This in itself should prove 
of more value to the property con- 
tingent. thereto than the location of 
a passenger station and the full con- 
tinuation of passenger engine steam 
operation in the district. But be that 
as it may, the increased value to the 
state’s property, the increased value 
to the lessee, and the advantages to 
the Atlanta pablie in general, by the 
placing of the station at Forsyth 
street, instead of the present _ site, 
should not be subordinated to a con- 
sideration of the selfish interests of 
property holders contiguous to the 
site of the present station. 

We are mindful of our obligation 
that as lessee of the state’s property 
we must not impair the integrity of 
the Western & Atlantic railroad as 
an individual operating unit. In 
other words, we should return it to 
the state of Georgia at the end of the 
lease in just as good condition to be 
operated by the state independently 
or leased to other railroads as when 
we received it. What we propose 
to do is more than our legal obliga- 
tion. It is to increase the independ- 
ence of the state of Georgia as the 
owner of the Western & Atlantic rail- 
road. A new station at the present 
site makes the state of Georgia and 
the lessee always dependent upon con- 
nections. We believe that it is sound 
public policy from the standpoint of 
the state of Georgia as owner to move 
the depot so that all operations neces 
sarily incident thereto can be properly 
handled on property owned exclusively 
by the atate. We proposed to do this 
and, in addition to preserving and in- 
creasing the integrity of the West- 
ern & Atlantic railroad, it will put 
the state’s road in a condition to of- 
erate more efficiently and more eco- 
nomically and to better compete for 
‘the highly competitive through pas- 
senger business. 

Detailed Proof. 

The railway will offer more de- 
iled proof to show: 
1—That the proposed charge from 
| the present site to the Forsyth street 
site of the er facilities wil 
add materially to the value of the 
state’s properties. 

2—That the proposed change will 
not only not interfere with the ame 
rity of the Western & Atlantic rai 
road as an independent operating unit, 
but is actually essential to that en 

3—That construction of passeng 
terminal facilities at the p 
site at Forsyth street will be a great 
convenience to general public, to 
the postoffice department and the ex- 
press company, and will add mate- 
rially to efficient and economical rail-

complete detailed drawings. Work on 
rearrangement of the yards and the 
location of tracks will be begun with- 
out awaiting the detailed drawings and 
considerable progress will be made be- 
fore even the drawings are received.

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Baton Rouge, La., May 15.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Governor Huey P. Long 
‘oday lost the first skirmish in his 
impeachment trial when the senate 
refused to sustain his rrer chal- 
lenging the legality Of seven of the 
eight counts alleging high crimes and 
misdemeanors in office. 

Tonight -the trial of the young 
executive on the seven counts appenr- 
ed a certainty unless he is successful 
in a predicted attempt to secure a re- 
straining court injunction. 

Two demurrers filed yesterday. the 
first day of the trial, designed to block 
the proceedings, were voted'on by the 
senate today. One of the eight origi- 
nal counts was dropped. 

The governor's demurrer. to the 
count alleging he attempted to inter- 
fere with the freedom of the press by 
intimidating Charles P. Manship, Ba- 
ton Rouge publisher, was sustained 
this afternoon by a vote of 21 to 18. 

The impeachment court refused 
earlier in the day to sustain the de- 
murrer challenging the right of the 
senate to try the governor on seven 
counts passed by the house of renre- 


sentatives after midnight of April 6, 
when the special session of the leg- 
islature was to have adjourned by 
limitation. The vote was 20 to 19.

The swing travels at a pace much too fast 
for the eye to follow. It took the slow motion camera to prove any 
number of disputed points. Even leading professions and crack ama- 
teurs had to revise their earlier ideas of what actually took place. The 
slowness of the eye in transmitting its flash to the brain is also re- 
sponsible for the wide divergence of opinion at almost any fight that 
isn’t one-sided.

Macon, Ga., May 15.—(AP)—Far away from the busy world of the 
baseball diamond where for so many years he had reigned as one of 
sportdom’s most widely celebrated ‘‘czars,”’ Wednesday in the peaceful 
Surroundings of friends and r@jatives at the beautiful Riverside cemetery, 
was laid to rest in solemn sjmplicity all that was mortal of George T, 
Stallings.

May advanced to 19.48 and Decem- 
ber to 18.82 on covering or rebuying 
by recent sellers and a moderate com- 
mission house demand, making net ad- 
vances of about 10 to 20 points on 
active positions. July was relatively 
firm on this upturn, selling about 12 
points over the October contract, but 
demand tapered off at the higher 
levels while offerings increased. 

Part of the selling which followed 
appeared to come from Wall street 
sources and may have been influenced 
by the advance in call money rates.

New Orleans, May 15.—()—An 
unfavorable weekly weather and crop 
report was responsible for a recovery 
of over $1.50 a bale from an early de- 
cline in the cotton inarket today. Real- 
izing developed in late trading, how- 
ever, and July contracts, which had 
sold up from 18.48 to 18.76, eased off 
and closed at 18.58, or 4 points net 
higher. The general market closed 
steady, net unchanged to 7 points up. 

Liverpool cables were lower than 
due and first trades here showed de- 
elines of 8 to 14 points in sympathy. 
There was also some selling by ring 
traders on expectations of a favorable 
weekly weather report. July traded at 
18.43, October 18.30 and December 
18.438. 

When the report was issued, how- 
ever, it proved much more unfavorable 
than traders looked for, claiming the 
crop had been delayed by too much 
rain and cool weather. Covering and 
fair trade buying followed, being 
helped considerably by a better de 
mand for spots at a higher basis. Un- 
der this demand July sold up to 18.76. 
or 33 points up from the lows. 

More distant positions were not as 
strong and the new crop months ad- 
vaneed only 22 to 25 points from the 
lows, with October at 18.52 and De- 
cember 18.66. 

After mid-session prices gradually 
worked lower under extensive profit- 
taking by recent buyers and July sold 
off and closed at 18.58, October 18.40 
and December 18.51, net unchanged 
to 4 points up.

“power trust’ or any other special in- 
terests.
